Five Tentative Districts. 


That gleam of hope, faint as it is, 
was contained tn this agreement: 


That for the purpose of having some-| 


thing tangible on which to start work 
five more districts be allotted tenta~ 
tively to Cook county and a correspond- 
ing number be taken from the down- 
State, leaving the lineup like this: 
Downstate, 27 districts instead of its 
present 32; Cook county, 24 districts 
instead ‘of its pfesent 19. 

That a group of Cook county sena- 
tors tackle the k of dividing the 
county into 24 of as equal 
population as poss‘bie. 

That a group of downstate senators 
revamp the district boundaries for the 
rest of the state, keeping in mind that 
the quotient is 27 instead@of 32. 


27-24 Means Peace. 


That each group submit its tenta- 
tive maps to the senate this week after 
working them out during the next two 
or three days. If there was any chance 
of the 27-24 ratio being established, 
Cook county’s demands would be met 
and the fight would be over until the 
time for a new reapportionment. 

Yemerday’s session, which was held 
in the city eléttion commission offices, 
grew stormy when’ John B. Ftrgus 
presented a tentative district map for 
the entire state. Senator John Dailgy 
{Rep., Peoria}*took one look at it, no- 
ticed that Stark and Marshal! coun- 
ties had been added to Peoria, and 
jumped to his feet with a vigorous pro- 
test against the Fergus plan. 

“This i8 more unjust than the pres- 
ent situation that you complain of be- 
tween Chicago and the rest of the 
State,” he said. “The talk of passing 
such a bill is preposterous and made 
for newspaper consumption. You say 
the average population for a district 
should be 127000. This would put 
more than 160,000 people in my district. 
No one could be accused of violating 
his oath or the constitution by voting 
against a measure that would be so un- 
just to his people.”

When Japan rose to claim her place as a great 


thing, but no one else took the matter seriousty: 
Japan stayed in the minor leagues only ten years 
more. Then came the war of 1904-1905 and the 
first of the western nations, Russia, was obliged 
to bow to an oriental power and give up Asiatic 
territory. 
Japan waited, then, until 1914 to oust the second 
power, Germany, from her Asiatic posSessions. 
That was Japan's only object in entering a struggle 
of white men for Buropean dominatian. Japan 
for al] she cared about the disposition of Alsace 
or the murder of an archéuke might as readily 
have joined the German side; but Japanese states- 
men knew that however successful Germany might 
be in Burope, Japan ag an ally of Germany could 
never hope to drive England from Asia because 
England's mastery of the sea would prevent. There- 
tore Japan joined the allies, knowing she would 
lose nothing if the allies lost and might gain 
against Europe if the allies won. 
This may be an argument from hind sight but 
it is difficult to find any other explanation than 
the one we have given for Japan's strange r6le in 
the last war. The point we are making here is 
that Japan’s opposition to white domination of Asia 
is not special to her nor was it born in 1914, Rather 
it is typical of all the colored races the world over 
and the events of this week in China are but a 
part of a general movement which eventually may 
find the colored races acting together against the 
whites, 
We believe American foreign policy should be 
formulated with that situation in mind. We must 
look forward to the time when Asia and Africa will 
not only resent foreign domination but, if there is 
spread of industrialism, may have the means to 
make the resentment effective.

Washington, D. C., June 16.—[Spe- 
cial.]~Allegations that the pure food 
law has been paralyzed by a series of 
“| executive orders pushed by manufac. 
turers of adulterated foodstuffs, were 
made to President Coolidge today bt 
Harvey W. Wiley, former chief of the 
bureau of chemistry and father of pure 


food legislation.

The taxable profit of each of the 
Dodge brothers was $3,010,660. To 
this amount the commissioner of inter- 
nal revenue has added the sum of 
$6,855,340 on the theory that the March 
1, 1913, value was actually several 
thousand dollars less per share than as 
at first computed. 

The filing of the appeals by the 
Dodge estates indicates that the com- 
missioner of internal revenue refused 
to diter the tentative additional assess- 
ments as first announced by Senator 
Couzens in a speech in the senate.
